Enclosed 
we find the following account of a very 
distressing accident which overtook Cass 
Wheeler, son of ex-Sheriff Wheeler, of 
this county, on the morning of the 10th 
instant. The clipping is from the South 
Bend Evening Register of the l«th: 


Cass Wheeler, one of the employes of 


the Telephone company, met with a dis- 
tressing accident at 10J o'clock this morn- 
ing, while at work m the vicinity of the 
Grand Trunk depot. 
He had climbed 


one of the old 25-foot poles to remove 
the wire to the new pole, and when the 
men below pulled the wire away the pole 
broke short off at the bottom and fell to 
the ground, carrying the unfortunate man 
with it 
He struck across the railroad 


track and both of his less were broken 
just above the ankle. He was placed in 
a hack and carried to his room at the 
Oliver House, where Dr. KetfriBg Dr. 
Ham and Dr. J. C. Miller attended him. 
Both bones of the right leg were broken 
about one inch above the ankle, and the 
fracture of the inner bone is comminuted. 
The left leg suffered a transverse fracture 
of both bones about the same distance 
above the ankle. The probabilities are of 
the most serious character. Just how tie 
legs were broken, whether by striking on 
thl railroad track, or by the pole falling 
upon them, is not clear. The unfortunate 
man wa» placed under the influence of 
chloroform, this forenoon, and the sur- 
geons are engaged in putting the bones in 
place.

These fres- 
coes occupy the ceiling and one end of 
the chapel. The series begins with the 
creation of light, and goes on with the 
creation of man, his Bin, its punishment 
in the Deluge, Noah's rescue, and so al- 
ternating between sin and grace, till it 
all ^culminates in the Last Judgment, 
which forms the Altar Piece. The Fall 
of the Rebel Angels was designed for the 
opposite end, but wag never painted. In 
the corners of the ceiling are the four re- 
demptions of Israel, "The Brazen Ser- 
pent," "David and floliath," "Esther and 
Judith" and "The Crucifixion." In niches 
between the windows arc twelve proph- 
ets and sybils, looking forward to the 
coming of Christ. These colossal figures, 
which, if they were standing, would be 
eighteen feet high, are marvels of gran- 
deur and simplicity. Over the windows 
are groups of ancestors of Mary, looking 
with longing for the coming of the Re- 
deemer. The walls of the chapel are 
seventy-five feet in height, and three of 
them arc divided into three horizontal 
sections. The upper section is filled with 
statues of Popes, and the second with 
different great painting* by the Masters. 
A photograph of the interior of this Chap- 
el and photographs or groups and figures 
taken separately, are on exhibition at the 
Y. M. C. A. Rooms. Doors open to-day 
from 2 to r> p. m., and from 7 to 10. To- 
morrow from 9:30 a. m. till noon. After- 
noon and evening the same as to-day.
